JAPAN. 

Our advices from the Japan Ports by the present (French) mail 
are of no later date than those received by the Pacific mail on 
the 4th inst., and published in our last issue. The Pacific mail 
steamer Japan arrived at San Francisco on the 28th ult., bring- 
ing dates from Yokohama to the 7th July, and the following 
items of news are telegraphed :— 

It is reported that as soon as the Embassy to Europe returns 
all Japan will be thrown open to foreigners. 

An insurrection has broken out on the island of Kinsiu, and 
troops have been sent to quell it. 

The Inspector of Consulates sent from Washington is over- 
hauling the American Consulates. 

The Hakodadi rebellion is ended, and quiet is restored. 

A new Post-office is about to be opened at Yedo. 

Political affairs are quiet. 


CHINA.

SHANGHAT. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 22nd 
June; the French mail from London May 9 arrived out on 
the 2lst June. The following items of news are from the Vorth 
China Herald :— 

We have received Part II. of the Returns of Trade at the 
Treaty Ports for 1872, giving the Statistics of Trade at each port. 
We note that the import of T-Cloths into Shanghai exceeded 
that of Grey Shirtings—4,418,000, against 4,104,000 pieces. The 
total value of foreign imports into S hai was Tls. 56,246,000, 
of which Tis. 28,780,000 came from Great Britain direct, 
Tls. 23,600,000 from British dependencies, Tls. 2,630,000 from 
Japan, and Tls. 1,200,000 from the rest of the world. The total 
wales of exports (including re-exports, chiefly Tea) from Shang- 
hai to foreign countries was Tls. 45,000,000, of which 
Tls. 29,500,000 went to Great Britain, Tls. 8,500,000 to the United 
States, Tls. 4,400,000 to the Continent. The total Customs 
revenue from this trade was Tls. 3,295,000, including Tls. 117,639 
tonnage dues, A tabular return shows entries and clearances 
of 2,325 steamers, aggregating 1,800,000 tons (of which 892,000 
were American, 743,000 British, 89,000 French, and 59,000 
German), and 1,890 sailing vessels, aggregating 516,000 tons (of 
which 333,000 were British, 77,000 erican, 45,000 German, 
19,000 French, and 11,000 Swedish). 

An animated official co ndence and much private discus- 
sion has taken place on the mab leot of ocean racing. We published 
last week a letter by the Chamber of Commerce and a reply by 
the P, and O, Company’s agent, and two further letters have 
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since passed between the same correspondents, We adhere to 
our first opinion, that the Chamber’s letter is a very sensible one ' 
on the general question. That the P. and O, Company's | 
steamers are affected is a point which Mr. Barnes ably disputes ; | 
but that racing has a general tendency to make masters take | 
short cuts and rn risks greater than would be incurred in 
ordinary rivalry seems to us beyond question. 

H.M.S. Rinaldo has left for the Chinsan island, her mission 
being to convey a trifling present in acknowledgment of the 
kindness shown to the portion of the shipwrecked crew of the 
Drummond Castle who found a refuge in the viliage. The pre- 
sent consists of $100, which is to be given to the headman of 
the village, or whoever may prove to have been mainly instru- 
mental in proffering the kindly treatment received ; and a hand- 
some decorative tablet, after the Chinese manner, is also to be 
hung up in the temple in which the men found shelter, bearing 
the following inscription in large gilt characters—“ Generous 
Rescue of Many Lives,” and in small charactere— 

“Presented by Admiral Shadwell, H.M. Commander-in-Chief, and 
Mr. Medhurst, H.M.’s Consul, in testimony of their obligation, and the 

titude of twenty-four shipwrecked men, to the villagers of Chinsan, 

or their kindly reception and hospitable treatment of the said ship- 
wrecked men of the Drummond Castle, lost upon this island in the 
summer of 1873.” 
This idea of presenting a tablet to the temple is a happy one. It 
has the double merit of comporting best with Chinese ideas, and 
of affording a lasting memorial of the kindness shown and the 
reward tendered. r. Brenan, we understand, accompanies the 
Rinaldo, on behalf of H.B.M.’s Consulate. 

A fire has occurred on board the s.s, Glaucus, in a compart- 
ment of the hold immediately in front of the engine-room, con- 


taining about 150 tons of tea. The fire, which smouldered for | 
two hours, but was extinguished independent of outside assist- : 


ance, is presumed to have been caused by the combusion, from 
damp, of the wood-oil varnished covers of the chests, Steam 
was played into the compartment, and precautions taken to 
cut off all connection with adjoining parts of the ship, 80 
that the fire was got under without injury to the vessel or 
cargo, other than that by water to the tea here stowed. The 
occasion of the outbreak suggested above requires confirmation, 
but no other can be at present assigned for the mishap. 
tea had been stowed in this compartment three days before.

permitted to delay the despatch of the vessel. Although the fire 
was put out with the ship's own resources, we must add that,

signal was made to the fleet to “ call away all armed boats ;” 
and in a few moments thirty boats, manned by some 500 men 
armed with handy billys, pumps, axes, hose, and other appliances 
were pulling towards the Glaucus. Their aid was fortunately 
not required, but the prompt readiness of the American crews 
no less deserves courteous acknowledgment. 


It has been stated that during the absence on leave of Baron ' 
Rehfues, the German Minister at Peking, Mr. Wade has taken : 


charge of German interests in China. We learn from good 
authority, however, that this statement is incorrect. The 
German Government has appointed Baron Holleben Charcé 
d’Affaires at Peking ; and the Baron will ask Mr. Wade for his 
good offices in matters which require the presence of a Minister 
according to diplomatic usage. 

We are glad to hear that Mr. Wade has app 
Government to have the tombs of our soldiers in Chnuah put in 
order ; and that he has, in the meantime, ordered the Cameronian 
monument to be repaired at his own expense. 

From the reports of ships just arrived we learn that 
exceptionally thick fogs have prevailed at the mouth of the 
Yang-tsze, lifting occasionally, and that bearings were obtained 
only with great difticulty. Two vessels have grounded on the 
South Bank by the Beacon ; one floated soon after, but the 
other. the barque Verulam, is reported to have gone very high 
up during flood tide. Her cargo is being discharged into 
lighters, and it is probable she will be got off without delay. 

A seaman belonging to the s.s. (/laucus, in crossing two lighters 
to reach a sampan in which to go ashore, fell between them into 
the river, and was not seen to rise again. A careful watch was 
kept all night in the expectation that the body would float to 
the surface, but it has not yet been recovered. The body of 
William Ross, chief oflicer of the ship Antipodes, whose death 
by drowning we have already noted, has been found floating in 
an advanced stage of decomposition, and has been buried at 
Pootung. The body of Charles West, second captain of the 
maintop of H.MLS. &inatdo, who accidentally fell overboard on 
the 12th June, has also been found, and interred at the Pootung 
Cemetery, a number of the deceased’s messmates following it to 
the grave. 

A sailor recently discharged from U.S. steamer Palos as a 
time-expired man has attempted to commit suicide in the Cos- 
mopolitan ‘Tavern, Hongkew, by ae laudanum. The pglice 
tovk charge of the man, and brought him before Mr. Bradford, 
the Acting U.S. Cousul-General, when he said family trouble, 
and the fact that he had recklessly spent $160 of wages, bad 
tempted him to the act. As he expressed a desire to look out 
for employment he was released. 

The P. and O. S. N. Company's steamer Emeu arrived at 
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Woosung, from Hankow, on the evening of the 1 June, at 
about eight o’clock, and proceeded to sea at six a.m. next day. 
She has a full cargo of tea for London at £5 10s, : 

Our Ningpo correspondent writes that the drought ¢y the 
Chekeang province is over, in so far as it has rained; but the 
crops must still suffer from the want of water, which all but 
killed them.

HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 21st June ; the P. and O. mail from 


London, May 16, was received on the 23rd June. The folldwing 
items of news are from the China Mail :-— 


The China Mail publishes a telegram, which states that the 
i Peking Gazette, of the 14th June contains an edict admitting to 
an audience tha Foreign Ministers who have credentials from 
their respective Governments. . 

An incident which has recently taken place calls prominent 
attention to the manner in which the Canton authorities are 
interfering with the trade of the port. It appears that a junk 
some time ago left Taiwan for this port, laden with sugar, and 
that, after she had passed through the Ly-ee-moon Pass, 
and was off Quarry Point, that is, something like half-a- 
mile from the land of Hong Kong, she was ed by a 
| Chinese war junk, on which were two Europeans, and, after 
being asked a variety of questions as to whether there was 
any contraband cargo on board, was taken possession of 
and proceeded with to Canton, where she still is, or was 
until very recently, detained together with all her crew 
but one, on the ground that she had a certain quantity-of salt- 
petre and other contraband cargo on board. The owners of the 
junk deny that there was any such contraband on the vessel ; 
but even if there were, it is clear that this would form no justifi- 
cation for seizing her, seeing she had obtained proper papers on 
leaving Taiwan, and that she was bound for Hong Kong, and 
setially within half-a-mile of the place. We understand that 
the matter has been made the subject of representation to his 
Excellency the Governor, to whom a petition has been sent in. 
It must be confessed it would be difficult to conceive anything 
more directly calculated to destroy the junk trade of Hong Kong 
than the course of action complained of. 

The P. and O. steamer Bokhura, which took the last outward 
‘mail, put back here on the 21st June, having struck upon some 
sunken rocks near Cape D’Aguilar. We understand that the in- 
juries to the steamer are of a more extensive nature than antici- 
pated, there being a hole over a foot in diameter under her bilge, 
; and all the surrounding plates more or less shaken. It will take 
| some time to repair her, so that she will not be ready to take the 
next mail. She will, when afloat, have to go to Aberdeen dock, 
as the Kowloon docks are not large enough. The steamer Bom- 
bay has been sent into dock at Kowloon, to be cleaned, and will 
i take the next English mail. 

There are at present fourteen new war junks in the harbour! 
lying off Government wharf, which have just come down from 
Canton, where they have lately been built. An admiral is in 
command of the fleet. Two of the junks are fitted out bettér 
than the rest, having greater armament. The one has four Krup 
guns, and the rest two each. They are copper bottomed, an 
their destination is Shantung. 

We understand upon good authority that the memcrial re- 
cently sent in to the Government with reference to the adminis- 
tration of justice in Hong Kong will be forwarded to the 
| Secretary of State for the Colonies. 

The French expedition from the Hoongkiang has arrived, after 
an absence of eight months. 

We hear that Mr. Hayllar will probably be appointed acting 
Judge of the Summary Court.

JAVA.

BATAVIA. : 
The Jndier says :—“ From the opposition that the Citadel: 
Antwerpen met with a fortnight ago, when she endeavoured to 
capture an Atchinese sloop, which was busy taking in a cargo of 
j rice, it is apparent that the Atchinese do not look on passively at 
the blockade, and at the capture of native craft by our ships. 
Not only had our men to encounter an obstinate resistance from 
the well-armed native vessel, but one of the forts on the coast 
supported the resistance of her crew by vigorously opening fire 
upon our men-of-war, which was as vigorously returned by the 
guns of the Citwlel van Antwerpen. Our people succeeded, howg 
ever, in making prize of the vessel and her cargo.” 
According to official returns the casualties amongst the Atchiu 
field force amount to the following :—Officers—4 killed, 3 died 
from wounds or of disease, and 30 wounded ; privates—i6 
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killed, 29 died from wounds or of disease, and 396 wounded. 
The total pgmber of casualties is thus 503. 

The pu® her of the Javu Bode has been officially warned that 
if attacks ou the Government with regard to the Atchin war 
continue to appear in that journal his printing office will be 
closed by order of the Governor-General, in the manner pre- 
scribed by law. This is the third newspaper in Java which has 
thus been warned since the beginning of the war. 

A proclamation has been forwarded by the Governor-General 
of Netherlands India to the headmen and people of Atchin and 
its dependencies. The following are the principal paragraphs of 
this document :— 

The Netherlands Indian Government has repeatedly made efforts in 
the interest of trade and navigation in general to put an end ina 
peaceful manner to the disputes and hostilities between the kingdom of 
Atchin and its dependent states, and amongst the latter mutually.’ 
These efforts have not only always failed, owing to obstinate unwilling- 
ness on the part of Aitchin, but have even been finally answered by 
the rulers of that kingdom by an act of extreme deception. In vain 
has the Netherlands Indian Government endeavoured to obtain ex- 
planations on the subject from the Sultan of Atchin, and to come toa 
friendly arrangement with him by means of negotiations, The former 
has been in consequence obliged to declare war against the Sultan. 
Hostilities, which have ceased for atime, on account of the adverse 
monsoon, will be resumed with the utmost vigour at the proper season. 

Arms will be directed only against those who have misled the Sultan 
regarding the good intentions of the Government, and have worked to- 
gether tu bring about the war, and also against those who back the 
Sultan in any manner ; but by no means against those dependencies of 
Atchin which may henceforth forbear from taking part in the war, 
concerning which information from all quarters will be obtained by me. 
As soon as it shall appear that assistance has in any way been rendered 
to Atchin, those who do so will be looked upon as enemies, and treated 
assuch. Those who, on the contrary, adopt a pacitic position towards 
the Netherlands Indian Government will meet with kindness and 
friendship from the latter, and will become spared from the calamities 
of death and desolation attending the war ; they may further rely upon 
it, that the said Government will do everything that can in any way 

ensure them rest, peace, happiness, and prosperity. 

Contrary to reports spread by evil-disposed persons, everyone may 
rest assured that the Government of Netherlands India bears no enmity 
against the Mahomedan religion ; that religion is followed with perfect 
freedom everywhere within the rule of the said Government. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 7th 
July ; no later mail than that of May 30 had arrived out, but 
the French mail from London, June 6, was due the day this 
mail left. The following summary of news is from the Straits 
Times :— 

A Gazette Extraordinary contains an order of the Governor in 
Council enacting quarantine regulations for vessels coming from 
Siam, in order to prevent the introduction of cholera here from 
that port. A vessel coming from thence must anchor outside 
the harbour limits, display the quarantine flag, and discharge all 
her water save clean condensed water. She will then be visited 
by the Harbour-master and Health Officer, who will determine 
whether it be necessary for her to quarantine or not. Vessels 
longer than ten days at sea without a case of cholera on board 
may be admitted to pratique by the Health Officer. 

e understand that the De Souza Pier, facing the Exchange 
on Collyer Quay, has been ordered to be removed by the Muni- 
cipal Commissioners on account of its dilapidated condition, but 

_ that a petition signed by thirty to forty firms has been sent in to 
them, remonstrating against this order, on what we cannot but 
consider very reasonable grounds, viz., its utility and even neces- 
sity in that part of the quay, and praying that the municipality 
should take it over, repair and preserve it for the benefit of the 

blic. The pier was built by Mr. M. F. de Souza in 1566, and 
fas been kept in repair since at his expense. This was doubt- 
leas done for the benefit of his property and the use of his tenants 
in the locality, but the pier has been always open free of charge 
to the public.and has been a very great convenience. The re- 
pairs at present required, we believe, need not not be very ex- 
pensive, and we hope the Municipal Commissioners will see their 
way to:-zceding to the suggestion of the petitioners. 
ar *©ntion has been drawn to a paragraph in our last 
Overlant “Summary with reference to the coal discoveries in 
Sarawak, which is liable to mislead, and which it may be as well 
to correct. At present there is no company in the course of for- 

mation for working these coal deposits, which promise to be a 
mine of wealth to the principality, but it is confidently expected 
that in a very short time full particulars of a pee reliable 
nature will be forthcoming, which will prove sufficiently inviting 
to public enterprise and capital. The Rajah of Sarawak and his 
advisers are of opinion, we are informed, that time is not being 
lost in the meantime in prosecuting further surveys, the more 
especially as late discoveries tend to show that splendid coal 
exists much nearer to the proposed shipping port than was at 


first supposed. 
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The Guzette publishes a comparative statement of the receipts 
and disbursements of the Malacca Municipal Fund for the years 
1871 and Is72, by which we perceive that there was an increase 
in 1872 of $4,091.45} in the receipts, and a decrease in the dis- 
bursements of $101.18}. In 1871 the receipts were only 
$15,900.09, while the expenditure was $18,542.08. The Fund 
last year, however, was in a flourishing condition, and had a 
credit balance in its favour of $1,824,703. 

A return of inquests for the first quarter of 1873 showa that 
in the colony there were no less than 69 inquests held duri 
that period, of which 32 were held in Singapore, 17 in Penang, 
14 in Province Wellesley, and 6 in Malacca. Of these 69 deaths. 
12 were wilful murder and 4 manslaughter, nearly one-fourth of 
the total; 14 were suicide, 17 accidental death and 3 found 
drowned, 17 from natural causes, and 2 from causes unknown. 


From Siam we learn that on the 23rd June there died at 
Bangkok, at the advanced age of 69, the Rev. D. B. Bradley, 
M.D., a veteran missionary belonging to the American Mission 
at Siam, where his Inbours extended over a period of nearly 
forty years, Ie united with his missionary labours the practice 
of medicine, and rendered his services to the natives gratuitously. 
His medical labours were not allowed to interfere with his duties 
as a missionary, but he set himself diligently to work to acquire 
a knowledve of the Siamese language, in which he became a 
great proticient, and for thirty-eight years he preached regularly 
to the Siamese in their own language, also preaching at alternate 
services in English, and faithfully and untiringly attending to 
the other manifold duties connected with his mission. 

Announcement is made of the establishment by the Maha- 
rajah of Johore of a steamer to run between Johore Bahru and 
Moar, on the Malay Peninsula. This is another step in the 
direction of progress and enterprise on the part of his Highness, 
which deserves notice and commendation, and which, we trust, 
will turn out financially successful. We believe the accommo- 
dation provided on board the steamer for Europeans is very 
satisfactory, and, such being the case, we imagine many Singa- 
poreans will take advantage of the opportunity afforded by such 
a trip of increasing their acquaintance with the primeval forests 
of the Far East. 

The next criminal session of the Supreme Court will open on 
the 8th July. There are, we understand, about twenty-five cases 
for trial, several of which are for pede: The session does not, 
however, promise to be a very arduous one. 

The (‘azette notifies that the Secretary of State has approved 
of Mr. Shelford’s six months’ leave of absence from his duties in 
the Council.

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IMPORTS. 


Smancnat.—Cotton manufactures had been in more general and more 
active request during the week ; but the Woollen market had been 
quiet, and few transactions had been made public. Grey Shirtings : 
7 Ibs., demand chiefly for Dewhurst’s Eagles, for which Tis. 1.68 had 
been paid. Other chops difficult of sale at last quotations ; 8} lbs., 
medium common chops much wanted, but prices tendered—Tls. 1.83 
to 1.85—had failed to secure many ; Lie Eagle, Red Pheasant, Colhie’s 
Lion, &c., stronger ; sales of 8} lbs. estimated at 70,000 pieces, Lie 
Eagle at Tis. 1.82 to 1.83, mediums at Tls, 1.83 to 1.85, Collie’s Lions 
at Tls. 1.88 to 1.89, and Dewhurst’s Eagles at Tis. 1.90 to 1.92 ; inquiry 
for 9# lbs.

English Dragon chop, and Tis. 2.52 to 2.58 for similar qualities of 
14 Tbs, heavy sales had resulted. Jeans and Sheetings: Trifling inquiry, 
and sales to extent of 6,000 pieces of the former at Tls. 1.90, and 1,700 
pieces of the latter at Ts. 2.62 for 14 Ibs., and Tis. 2.85 for 15 lb. Eng- 
lish, Fancy Cottons : Scarcely anything done. Woollens : The market 
continued depressed ; business limited to a few long Ells, Spanish 
Stripes, Figured Orleans, and Lastings. 

Foocnow.—The following sales had been made during the week, 
viz. :—-8} Ibs. Grey Shirtings, 540 pieces at $2.724 per piece ; 7 lbs. T- 
cloths, ordinary, 200 at $2; Mexicans, 2,900 at $2.50 to 2.75.

2 to 3 in values, former prices being paid for lower quality, while 
fine Teas from other districts were taken at full rates. Medium kinds 
were quoted a shade easier, and common Oonams were selling at about 
Tis. 14, showing-no change. The market was quiet towards the close. 
Settlements for the week were estimated at 16,000 chests, and ship- 
ments to Shanghai on native account at 12,000 chests. Musters of 
second crop Teas were expected in about a week from date. 
SHanaHat.—tThere had been a steady and somewhat extensive busi- 
ness during the week. Black: Settlements of the better grades of 
Ningchow at Tls. 30 to 33 showed an advance of Tis. 2 on opening 
rates. These kinds were nearly all sold. The market had been fairly 
well supplied with medium grades, and some late purchases between 
Tis, 23 and 27 showed considerably better value than was obtainable at 
corresponding date last year. In common qualities there had been very 
little done.

Foocnow.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co.'s Circular says : Since the 20th 
June several buyers have entered the market and made fair purchases 
of Congou, and settlements to-day are being made to a large amount, 
variously estimated at frora thirty to fifty thousand chests, but there 
seems to be an inclination on the part of some buyers to conceal the 
extent of the business they may be doing. The activity displayed has 
been contrary to what we had expected, and we believe that it must be 
attributed in a great measure to the fact that the buyers have secured 
room in the Cathay, or other steamers, which they are bound to take 
up without needless delay. We are therefore hoping that when this 
partly forced demand is satisfied the market may become quieter and 
prices drop to a lower level. The bulk of the reported settlements 
consists of Sahyunes, Packlings and Ching Woes, and the prices paid 
have been very irregular. The range in the case of Packlings 
has, we understand, been from Tls. 23.8 to 32.8 o.b. or about 
Tis. 5 under opening rates last year ; Sahyunes have realised from Ts. 
20.8 to 25.8 o. b., being generally on a scale of about Tls. 3 under the , 
prices paid last year, and in some of the settlements made to-day we | 
consider that there is a further small reduction shown. The Ching Wo | 
kinds taken have been mostly the finer parcels, and for these the prices 
paid have been very irregular, and in sume cases fully up to last 
season’s. Prices reported are mostly from Tls, 31.3 to 31.8 o. b. for 
this class. Finest Sooumvo and Kaisow kinds are understood to have 
realised about Tls. 35.8 to 40.3 0. b., the latter price having been paid 
for the well known chop “Git Fong,’’—we presume for the English 
market. Last year this chop was taken by a Russian buyer at Tls. 
45.3 o. b. Market values of the Teas being settled to-day seem to 
average say four taels under last season's opening rates, and in some 
cases they show even a larger reduction. At the same time we notice 
considerable differences in prices paid for Teas of nearly equal quality. 
We are without information of anything being done in Souchongs, 
Ooloongs, or Scented Teas. 

Formosa.—Teas were being steadily held up country, as the teamen 
were asking exorbitant prices, and foreigners were altogether unwilling 
to meet them in their demands. 

Amoy.—Musters of Oolong had been coming in freely, and repre- 
sented about 150 chops, or 22,000 packages in all. Those lately to hand 
were of better quality than the earlier arrivals, being stronger in liquor 
and more black and even in leaf. Arrivals to date 13,337 half-chests, 
against 46,148 half-chests at same time last year. The picking of the 
second crop had commenced up country. Congou.—Musters of all the 
first. crop—11,500 half-chests—had come to hand, but there was no 
improvement in quality. 

Canton.—Purchases had been very moderate during the week, but 
Teamen were firm in their demands for any parcels of desirable quality 
on offer. In the country higher prices bed 1 been paid for the second 
crop leaf. The steam-ship Glaucus sailed for London on 26th June, 
taking 105,783 lbs. Congou, 20,780 lbs. Scented Orange Pekoe, 117,755 
Ibs. Scented Caper, 840 lbs, Young Hyson, and 2,480 lbs. Souchong— 
making a total of 247,638 Ibs. Tea. 


SILK. 

Suanowar.—aA large business had been done during the week, at a 
decline of Tls. 5 to 10 per picul on last mail’s quotations. Settlements 
were estimated at about 2,500 bales, making total to date 4,000 bales, 
against 7,000 bales last season. Total export to date had been 1,388 
bales, against 4,600 bales. The demand had specially run on all well 
known chops.

1,500 boxes were said to have been contracted for since the opening of

The Ceylon Rifles, about to be disbanded, has performed the following 
services :—Several companies of Malays, after the capture of Ceylon, 
accepted service under the East India Company, and in 1801 were 
transferred to the Imperial Government, and designated the Firat 
Ceylon Regiment. It was equipped and clothed as Infantry of the 
Line, and consisted entirely of Malays. In 1814 the Prince Regent was 
pleased to confer upon it the title of Light Infantry. In 1820 it was 
converted into a rifle corps, and in 1827 it was named the Ceylon Rifle 
Regiment. In 1815 the regiment was engaged in the capture of the 
Kandyan Provinces, and behaved in a most soldierly and exemplary 
manner, which, in the opinion of the then Lieutenant-Governor, re- 
flected the greatest credit on the corps and called forth his warmest 
acknowledgment. During the rebellion of 1817 and 1818 the regiment 
brought itself into prominent notice by its gallantry and good conduct, 
loyalty, and endurance of fatigue and privations.. During the insurrec- 
tion in the interior of the island in 1848 the regiment behaved, as it 
always has done, with zeal and energy.

Mr. R. Hall, engineer (in the Princess Charlotte from June, 1868, to 
1871), to the Jumna, at Portsmouth; Mr. H. G. Herbert, assistant- 
paymaster (in the Iron Duke from Aug., 1871, to 1873), to the Resist- 
ance; Mr. S. Terry, staff-surgeon (in the Midge from Feb., 1869, to 
1872), to the Duke of Wellington, at Portsmouth. 

Captain E. W. Vansittart, C.B., who has just been placed on the 
retired list, was, for his conduct as mate of the Cornwallis, flagship of 
Sir W. Parker, during the operations on the coast of China, where he 
served on shore at the capture of the Woosung batteries, gazetted and 
promoted to the rank of lieutenant in September, 1842. Captain A. 
H. Hoskins, who succeeds Captain Vansittart, in the command of the 
Sultan, was appointed in April, 1857, to the command of the Slaney, 
gunboat, on the China station, and served in her till promoted to the 
rank of commander, in February, 1858. 

Captain W. H. ‘Blake, just appointed to the command of the Druid, 
17, corvette, was lieutenant of the Cambrian, on the East India and 
China Station, from November, 1857, to December, 1858.

THE INTERNATIONAL ORIENTAL CONGRESS. 

An International Congress of Orientalists will hold its errr ar in the 
great amphitheatre of the Sorbonne in Paris, from the Ist till the 9th 
of September next. Its purpose is to create personal relations among 
men interested in Oriental affairs. The following subjects have been 
set down for discussion :—1. What portions of Japanese literature 
would it be most useful to translate at this moment, and what are the 
philological resources for undertaking the publication? 2. Would it 
not be useful to establish a uniform orthography for the transcription 
in Europe of all Japanese texts? 3. What are the documents of a 
nature to facilitate the understanding of the special scientific, literary, 
and industrial works of the Japanese? 4. What is the nature of the 
actual movement of Japanese civilisation, and of its relations with 
European civilisation? 5. What are the characters of Japanese art at 
the different epochs, and what method is to be followed for studying 
them? 6. In what measure has actual Japanese literature, strongly 
saturated as it is with European ideas, interest for Europe? And may 
it be thought that the progress realised by the Japamese savante will be 
of a nature to contribute to the scientific movement of the Eastern 
nations? The subscription for becoming a member of the Congress is 
fixed at £.12. 

JAPANESE SUCCESS AT UNIVERSITY CoLLEGE.—At the distribution of 
prizes at University College School, the head master announced that the 
Cook prize had been gained by Kikuchi, a Japanese, next to whom came 
Mr. White, who, but for his unselfish conduct, would probably have 
been first. Kikuchi, having to go up for matriculation at London Uni- 
versity, lost some lectures, and White, having attended them, placed his 
notes at the disposal of his competitor. 

Tur P. and O. steamer Mooltan, Captain E. Christian, will leave 
Southampton on the 14th inst., with the heavy mails for India, China, and 
Japan. The Mooltan will, after landing mails, &c., at Alexandria, go 
through the Suez Canal, with cargo for India and China,

The speech made by Lord Stanley of Alderley in the English House 
of Lords on the 28th ult. is the topic of the day. The leading news- 
papers of the Ultramontane and Conservative parties, de T'yd and het 
Dayblad, are of opinion that the speech was of the greatest importance. 
The Clerical organ assures us that Lord Stanley is a man “ who knows 
all things,” whilst het Dagblad calls him “ the ex-Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, who is on the point of re-assuming the reins of government.’’* 
The principal papers of the Liberal party, however, say that much of 
the speech of Lord Stanley is pure nonsense, that he is a person of no 
political importance, and that he knows nothing of the matter upon 
which he spoke. The Jandelsblud says that Lord Stanley's remark 
“ that it was no matter for surprise that a Dutch general should have 
been despatched to renew the attack upon Atchin, under the auspices, 
ard with the encouragement, of the German Minister,”’ was a mistake, 
probably based on the toast proposed by the Earl de Perponcher, the 
German Minister, at the farewell dinner given by the Minister of the 
Colonial Department to General van Swieten. The German Minister, 
however, really spoke in the name of the whole corps diplomatique, and 
his speech was only an act of courteay, nothing more. Another insi- 
nuation is that Lord Stanley’s speech was delivered with the object of 
strengthening the clerical agitation in this country ! 

Nothing more is heard about the Ministerial crisis, which, we were 
assured, was to be. The King seems in no great hurry to return from 
Vevey, for he will remain a couple of days longer than had_ been ar- 
ranged. It is, moreover, asserted that after his return he will at once 
proceed to het Loo. It would therefore seem that neither a dissolution 
nor a Ministerial crisis is imminent. That the whole Cabinet should 
resign is highly improbable ; and perhaps the system of “patching” 
may again be applied till a Cabinet is furmed which can take the 
Reform question in hand. 

The last mail brought us news of more press prosecutions in Java, 
and the Governor-General is severely blamed for having applied this 
measure, it being by no means clearly shuwn that any articles have 
tended to the subversion of public order, and it is only in such a case, 
according to the Java Constitution, that the Governor-General is em- 

wwered to take such a course. I presume it would even be dangerous 

lor the London and China Express to make any comments upun the 
mismanagement of the Java Governnent. 

It is announced that a conference of the four Powers will shortly 
meet at Brussels to discuss once more the Sugar question, 

The mania for holding pilgrimages has attacked our country. More 
than 14,000 persons have proceeded in the last few weeks to Brielle, 
where a well exists, the water of which is reputed to cure every malady.

C. T. Rinkel, from Krommenie, will be 
consecrated as Bishop of the Old Catholics at Harlem, whilst at the 
same time Dr. J. H. Reinkens will be consecrated Missionary-Bishop 
for Germany. : 

The plan to furnish the tomb at Pekalongay of the late Mr. P. H. B. 
Motke with a monument finds much support here. A commis- 
sion has been formed, consisting of Messrs. W. A. Scholten, Ch. L. 
J. Cornelis, H. P. A. Verkerk Pistorius, W. C. P. Toewater, A. Volk- 
maars, A. J. R. de Ceva, and H. M. H. van Weasem.

In our commercial circles some anxiety prevails about the fate of the 
East Indiaman Noach [., which started 112 days ago from Batavia, and 
of which nothing has been heard since. Two steamers have left Texel 
for Java with 4 oe quantity of ammunition and rifles.

THE VIENNA EXHIBITION.

THE CHINESE GALLERY. 

On Saturday, the 2nd inst., H.I.M. the Emperor of Austria, 
accompanied by H.M. the Shah of Persia, visited the Chinese 
department of the Exhibition, which is now in full readiness to 
receive visitors, aud presents a most attractive and interesting 
appearance. The Persian Annexe lies just beyond and in rear 
of the Chinese Court, and it was at first supposed—and no doubt 
intended—that the Shah should merely pass through the Chi- 
nese, on his way to his own department. But the curiosity of 
the Royal visitor was not to be baulked ; and he inspected every 
object on his route with eager and apparently intelligent in- 
terest. The Commissioners for the Chinese department had 
received official intimation of the intended visit.of the Imperial 
party, and two of their number, Messrs, [annen and Bowra, 
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were in attendance at the Court, in order to receive and welcome 
the Emperor of Austria and his illustrious guest. 

The Court and its immediate approaches were thronged with 
visitors, who apparently conjectured that the great Oriental 
potentate was about to visit the Annexe in which were exhibited 
the products of his own dominions—a very poor and incomplete 
display—and scores of gala uniforms and hundreus of bright sum- 
mer tvilettes made the entrance to the Court extremely attrac- 
tive. A guard or escort of the picked and handsomei, équipped 
Vienna police, in dark green uniforms, with waiving cocks’ 
plumes in their jaunty hats, kept the entrance to the Court, and 
restrained the curious crowd from pressing into the Persian and 
Chinese departments. On the arrival of the Shah, accompanied 
by the Emperor, the Archdukes, Baron Schwarz-Seulvon, Prince 
Hohenlohe, and a host of notabilities, in glittering uniforms, at 
the entrance of the Chinese Court, the Commissioners stepped 
forward to receive the party, and Messrs. Hannen and Bowra 
were introduced by the Biapetor to the Shah, who in some per- 
plexity at once inquired how it came about that the Chinese 
Commissioners were Europeans. To this Mr. Hannen replied 
that there were many Europeans of different nationalities in the 
service of the Chinese Government. The Shah then inquired 
the length of time Mr. Hannen had been in the service, his 
nationality, and other questions, appearing to take considerable 
interest in the replies. It is possible he may have instituted in 
his own mind some parallel or comparison between the action of 
the Chinese Government in thus employing Europeans for fiscal 
and revenue purposes, and the action in the same direction 
which, with the assistance of Baron Reuter, he is about ini- 
tiating in his own country. 

During the conversation the Emperor and his brilliant suite 
stood by, examining the Chinese curiosities and works of art by 
which they were surrounded, and ready to humour in every way 
the vagaries and whims of the Royal guest to whom they were 
doing the honour of Viennaand the Exhibition. The very hand- 
some enamels which occupy the place of honour in the Chinese 
department came in for special notice, and the Shah, who had 
evidently seen specimens of the art before—perhaps in Persia— 
expressed his surprise at finding them of Chinese origin and 
manufacture. After this conversation and a pause of admiration 
and interest before the extensive and excellently arranged collec- 
tion of Archdeacon Gray, of Canton, the Imperial party proceeded 
to the entrance of the Persian Court, and here the Emperor 
having brought the Shah to his own dominions took formal hoe 
and was re-conducted by Mr. Commissioner Hannen through the 
Chinese Court, to the entrance of the nave. The Shah, accom- 
panied by the Archduke Regnier, walked through his own Court 
(which could scarce have given him much satisfaction), and then 
returning through the Chinese Court, was again escorted through 
it by the Commissioners to the entrance of the annexe allotted 
to Egypt. 

It will be gratifying to the Chinese Government to learn, as 
no doubt they will through the Customs’ Commissioners, that of 
all the Eastern departments through which the Shah of Persia 
passed—Egypt, Roumania, Turkey, Syria, India, Burmah—the 
Chinese display was by far the most attractive, most valuable, 
and of most intrinsic merit, being, indeed, the most attractive 
Oriental Court in the Exhibition, save and except that of Japan, 
which, indeed, it rivals closely in general efiect, though not in 
the artistic finish of its varied contributions... Considering that 
this Chinese department of Vienna is the first attempt that has 
been made to show the resources of China—the first time that 
the Chinese Government has given any contribution to our In- 
ternational Fair, we may well infer that only a tithe of the pro- 
ducts or arts of the Empire are represented, and that the next 
Exhibition in Europe will find China a formidable competitor in 
national and domestic industries. If these things are done in 
the green tree, what shall be done in the dry ? 


THE NEW GERMAN CURRENCY. 

The following is a translation of the new German Currency 
Law, the.discussion of which occupied so long a time in the last 
session of the German Parliament :— 

Wilhelm, by the grace of God, German Emperor, King of Prussia, 
&c., publish and promulgate hereby the new Law for the alteration of 
the German Currency, which has been passed by the Imperial Parlia- 
ment, and received the approbation of the separate Governments of the 
allied Sovereigns and Free Hanseatic cities, as follows :— 

Art. 1, The different monetary systems now in use in various parta 
of Germany shall be abolished and replaced. by one uniform Imperial 
gold currency. The unit of value and of accounts is the mark, as pros 
vided for by Art. 2 of the Law of 4th December, 1871, e. acerning the 
coinage of gold twenty-mark pieces and ten-murk pieces, The period 
when the new currencies shall come into general and exclusive compul- 
sory use throughout all Germany will be tixed by an Imperial “rdi- 
nance, with the consent of the Federal Council, and issued -.. least 
three months before the date determined on. The separate Govern: 
ments are at liberty to intruduce the new currency in their own re- 
spective States, previous to the compulsory date by the publication of 
a simple Ordinance to that ettect. 

Art. 2. In addition to the new gold cvins decreed by the aboves 
quoted Law of 4th December, 1871, there will be coined five-mark gold 
pieces, of which 279 will contain one metrical pound (half a kilogramme) 
of fine Mint guld. The paragraphs 4 to 9 inclusive of the above law 
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shall equally apply to the five-mark pieces, but with this difference, 
that the divergence in weight shall not exceed four parts of a thousand, 
nor that between the normal weight and what is known as the Pussir- 
gewicht, more than eight such thousandth parts. 

Art. 8. Besides the Imperial gold pieces the following coins will also 
be minted :—«. Silver coinage: Pieces of five marks, two marks, one 
mark, fifty “funnigs, and twenty pfennigs. 6. Nickel coinage: Pieces 
of ten pfennigs and five pfennigs. c. Copper coinage : Pieces of two 
pier gigs and one pfennig, all according to the following regulations :— 
In t.,¢ silver coinage the denu-kilogramme of fine silver will be minted 
into 20 five-mark pieces, 50 two-mark pieces, 100 one-mark pieces, 200 
fifty pfennig pieces, and 500 twenty pfennig pieces. The relative pro- 
portion of alloy is fixed at 100 parts of copper to 900 parts of silver, 
so that 90 marks in silver coins weigh exactly one pound. The instruc- 
tions for the mintage of these coins will be issued and carried into 
execution by the Federal Council. The divergence of each separate 
piece must not be greater or less than three one thousandth parts in the 
quantity of silver, nor (with the exception of the 20-pfennig pieces) 
more than ten thousandth parts in the weight. 
the value of one mark will exhibit on one side the Imperial Eagle, with 
the legend “ Deutches Reich,” the current value of the piece, and the 
date of coinage ; and on the other side the head of the territorial Sove- 
reign, or respectively the arms of the Free Cities, with a corresponding 
legend, and the Mint sign. The diameter of the coins, as well as the 
ornamentation of the rims, will be settled by the Federal Council. The 
other silver coins, as well as those of nickel and copper, show on one side 
the value, the date of coinage, and the words “ Deutches Reich,” and 
on the obverse the Imperial Eagle and the Mint sign. The other regu- 
lations respecting the weight and diameter of the coins, as well as the 
ornamentation of the sides and rims, will be decided on by the Federal 
Council. The coins of silver, nickel, and copper will be made at the 
Mints of such of the Federal States as may declare their readiness tu 
undertake the execution of the work. ‘The mintage and putting of 
these coins into circulation will be effected under control of the Imn- 
perial authorities, The Chancellor of the Empire, with the approba- 
tion of the Bundesrath, has to decide on the quantity to be issued of 
such coins, the separate amounts of cach surt, the distribution amoung 
the different Mints, and the compensation on one uniform scale to be 
allowed to each for the performance of the work. The Chancellor is 
authorised to provide the needful quantities of the raw materials to be 
supplied to each separate Mint. 

Art. 4. The total amount of the silver coinage shall, for the present, 
net exceed ten marks per head of the population of the Empire. With 
each issue of these coins a corresponding quantity of the local silver 
pieces shall be called in and put out of circulation, beginning with those 
that do not fit into the so-called “ Thirty-dullar-system.” The value 
to be based on the regulations contained in Art. 14, section 2 of this 
present law. 

Art. 5. The total value of the nickel and copper coins shall not ex- 
eced two marks and tifty pfeunigs per head of the population. 

Art. 6. The following smaller cvins of the separate States, viz, all 
not belonging tu the thaler and groschen system (with the exception 
of the Bavarian hellers and the Mecklenburg pieces of five, two, and 
one pfennigs, coined according to the mark system); the pieces of two 
and four pfennigs as belonging to the groschen divided inty twelve 
parts ; the smaller coins of the thaler system differing from its division 
into thirty groschens, with the exception of those of one-twelfth part 
of the thaler, are to be called in and put out of circulation by the time 
fixed for the general introduction of the new currency, provided for by 
Art. 1, after which period nu one is obliged to take these cvins in pay- 
ment except the public offices specially commissioned with that duty. 

Art. 7. The minting of the silver, nickel, and copper coins specified 
in Art. 3, a8 well as the withdrawal of the small silver pieces issued by 
the separate local Governments as appointed by the Chancellor, are to 
be effected for account of the Imperial Treasury. 

Art. 8. To the Bundesrat’: is entrusted the duty of ordering the 
smaller coins of the separate local Governments to be called in and can- 
celled, for which purpose special instructions will be issued by them, 
and will not only be published in the official organs of the separate 
States, but also in the Imperial Government (razctte,—the “ Reichs- 
gesetzblatt.” Such calling in can only be effected after the warning of 
at least four weeks and at least three months before the lapse of the 
period fixed for the opcration. 

Art. 9. No one is bound to take in payment more than 20 marks in 
silver currency, nor more than one wark’s worth in nickel and copper 
coins ; but at all the public offices of the Imperial Government and of 
the separate States silver coins to any amount will be received. The 
Bundesrath will designate those public offices where Imperial gold coins 
will be exchanged for silver coinage, but in sums of not less than 200 
marks, nor than 50 marks in nickel and copper. 

Art 10. The obligation to receive and exchange fur new cvuins the old 
currencies now in use does not apply to such coins as have holes drilled 
through them, or other than containing less weight than that occasioned 
by the usual wear and tear in passing through so many hands, and 
forged coins are also excepted. Imperial currency of silver, nickel, and 
copper, which has lost weight by long circulation, but can still he re- 
cognised, will be received at the public offices of the Empire, but will 
be withdrawn, and not again put in circulation. 

Art.<U1. The further minting of coins, other than those specified in 
this Law and that of December 4, 1871, will not tuke place. The per- 
mission reserved by section 10 of the last-named Law, for cvining silver 

money as medals commemorative of some special event, expires on the 

4st December, 1873. 

* Art. 12. The mintage of Imperial gold coins will continue to be car- 
ried on in accordance with section 6 of the Law of December 4, 1871, 
fur account of the Empire. = Private individuals enjoy the right of 
earrying gold bullion to such of the Government Miuts as have declared 
their readiness to coin for the Empire, and have it minted inte twenty- 
mark gold picces, provided such mints are not engaged in coiuing for 
the State. The compensation to be paid by private persons fur minting 
money for their account will be fixed by the Chancellor with the ap- 
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proval of the Federal Council, but in no case shall it exceed seven marks 
for the pound of pure gold. The difference between this fee and the 
compensation allowed to the Mints belongs to the Imperial Treasury, 
and this difference must be in the same proportion for all the Mints. 
The Mints can in no case claim a larger amount of compensation from 
private persons than they receive for coining twenty-mark gold pieces 
for the State. 

Art. 13. The Bundesrath is authorised :—1. To fix a value above 
which foreign gold and silver coins shall not be permitted to be offered 
or received in payment, as well as to prohibit altogether the circulation 
of foreign coins ; and 2..To determine whether foreign coin may be 
taken at the public offices of the Empire in the way of the usual home 
traffic, und if so, to fix the tariff value for each denomination. Contra- 
ventions against the regulations to be published by the Federal Council 
on this subject, if made as a source of profit and trade, are punishable 
by a pecuniary fine not exceeding 150 marks, or six weeks’ imprison- 
ment, 

Art. 14. On and after the general introduction of the new Imperial 
currency the following regulations come into operation :—1. All pay- 
ments till then due in the cvin of one of the existing monetary systems 
of Germany, or in lawfully recognised foreign currency, shall be paid in 
the new Imperial coinage, but with due reservation of the provisions 
contained in Art. 9, 15, and 16 of this present Law. 2. The reduction 
of such gold coins, for which no fixed equivalent in silver legally exists, 
shall be made on the basis of the contents in fine silver of the currency 


| they represent, and its relative proportions to the contents of fine gold 


in the new German coinage. In calculating the value of other coins 
the thaler of any separate German State is to represent three new 
marks, the florin or gulden of the South of Germany one and five- 
seventh parts of a mark, and the Hamburg and Liibeck mark currency 
one and a fifth new mark. In such cases of calculation the fractional 
parts of a pfennig of new currency are to count for a full pfennig, if 
above half ; but if of less than one-half, they are not to be taken into 
account at all. 3. In the case of obligations to pay falling due after 
the introduction of the new currency, but purperting to represent an 
amvunt in any of the now existing money systems of Germany, pay- 


| ment is to be made in the new Innperial currency with due reference to 


the provisions contained in Art. 9, 15, and 16 of this Law, and the 
application of the regulations mentioned above in Section 2 of this 
present Article. 4. In all legal and notarial documents containing 
stipulations of a pecuniary nature, as well as all fines and other de- 
cisions of a Court of Judicature, the money amount musc be expressed 
in Imperial currency, if there exists 2 fixed relation to the local cur- 
rency, which latter may be expressed in such documents in paren- 
theses. 

Art. 15. Until the period when the present coins are finally put out 
of circulation the following are permitted to pass current:—1. In the 
whole territory of the Federal Governments in place of the new Im- 
perial eurrency the one dollur and two dollar pieces of German coinage, 
reckoning the dollar at three marks ; 2. In the whole of the territory 
in lieu of the Imperial silver coins silver currency of German mintaye 
of one-third and one-sixth of a theter, the former at one mark new 


iP ecurreney and the latter half a mark : 3, Tn those States in which the 


thaler system is current, in place of the Imperial currency nickel and 
copper coins, the following coins of the thaler system at the fullowing 
values :—picces of onetwollth part of athaler at 25 pfennizs ; pieces of one 
fifteenth part of a thaler at 20 pfennigs ; pieces of one thirtieth part of 
a thaler—the groschen—at 10) pfennizs ; half-groschen pieces at 5 
pfennigs ; 1-4th groschen at 2 pfennigs ; 1-10th and 1-12th groschen 
at 1 ptennig ; 4. In those States in which the present groschen is divi- 
ded into twelve parts, instead of Luperial nickel and copper pieces the 
three-pfeunig pieces at 24 new pfeunigs; 5. In Bavaria in lien of the 
Imperial copper money the thalers at half a pfennig ; 6. In Mecklen- 
burg, in licu of the Lmperial copper coins, the five-pfennig pieces, two- 
pfennig pieces and one-pfennig prices cuined according to the old mark 
systein at five, two and one pfennig respectively. All the coins described 
above in the paragraphs 3 and 4 are to be taken at their respective 
values for full at all the public offices in the whole of the German 
Empire till their final extinction at the period indicated. 

Art. 16. German gold kronen, gold coin issued by the separate Go- 
vernments and forcign moneys assimilated to home-minted gold, as well 
as coarse (yrobc) silver coins belonging to any other than the thaler 
systein, are to be everywhere accepted as a legal tender till finally 
extinguished and put out of circulation, as far as such payments are in 
accordance with the above provisions. 

Art. 17. All payments of sums stipulated in money of any of the 
now cwrent systems of Germany or of foreign countries legally recog- 
nised as assimilated, may be made partly or entirely in the new German 
currency, even previous to its general and compulsory introduction, 
with observance of the provision contained in Art. 9, and the amount 
to be calculated according to the regulations of Art, 14. 

Art. 18, All bank-notes representing other than the new Imperial 
currency are to be called in and cancelled by January 1, 1876, sub- 
sequent to which period none are to be issued or remain in circulation 
but such as purport to represent the new currency avd in suins of not 
less than one hundred inarks. This prohibition extends equally to 
paper money emitted by Chartered Corporations. All paper money 
issued by the separate Governments is to be called in by January 1, 
1876, at the latest. six months’ notice having been previously given to 
the public. On the other hand, a certain amount of Limperial paper 
money will be issued by the Central Government, based on a special 
Law to be passed fur that purpose. This special Law will determine 
the mode of issue and the amount of the Imperial paper money, and 
also contain particulars of the facilities to be granted to the separate 
Governments to envble them to withdraw their paper moncy at the 
proper period fixed above. 

In witness whereof we have signed this with our own sign-mauual, 
and appended thereto our Imperial seal.

IN another column we publish the first part of a sum- 
mary of the report on this subject, just presented to Par- 
liament. The subject is so important, and the information 
collected so closely packed, that to summarise it neces- 
sarily occupies considerable space—although we have cut 
out every unnecessary word ; but, though lengthy, it will 
well repay perusal, and will, we have little doubt, cause 
many of our readers to procure copies of the Blue-book 
itself, if only for the sake of the nine large and singularly 
graphic illustrations of the tea trade in Japan in all its 
stages, from the planting the seeds to the final packing. 
All these processes we have duly enumerated in the proper 
place. Where everyone called upon to supply information 
exerted himself with so much zeal and success, it would be 
invidious to make any distinction among the Consular 
Reports. The subject is one which is manifestly regarded 
on all sides as in its infancy, and it will not fail to be noted 
that our American cousins have shown their quick appre- 
ciation of a good article by taking off the whole supply, 
leaving literally none for Great Britain, which seems to 
have quietly retired from the contest two years ago. The 
American tariff—which admits all teas duty free when they 
are sent from the country where they were grown, but im- 
poses a duty of 10 per cent. on all that are imported 
through foreign countries—will no doubt go far to stimu- 
late the demand ; and, with such a go-ahead people as the 
Japanese, we cannot but think the trade will mcrease at a 
far greater rate than 15 per cent. per annum, which Mr. 
RUSSELL ROBERTSON estimates it at. Having regard to 
the difference between the national characters of the Ja- 
panese and the Chinese, the equal fertility of both coun- 
tries, and the eagerness of the Japanese to encourage and 
develop all that the Chinese Government has ever studied 
to withhold, thereseemsreason to expect that the present pub- 
lication—attracting, as it will, every one interested—may 
mark the commencement of a new erafraught with important 
consequences, political as well as commercial, upon which it 
would be premature to speculate at present. There is suffi- 
cient ground for hope that the suspiciousness of the Chinese 
will be greatly relaxed by the movement for the cultivation 
‘of their great staple, for which their own countrymen 
have been imported into Japan with much success. There 
is no fear that the production of tea will ever outrun the 
demands of the world. All that China and all that Japan 
can yield will be taken off as soon as it is raised ; the 
effect to be looked forward to is the reaction from one 
country upon another, which must tend to the production 
of a more genuine class of teas. It is a very noticeable 
fact that from one end to the other of the present reports, 
there is not to be found one single word relative to adul- 
teration. Viewed from the standpoint which we have 
thus made, Mr. RussELL ROBERTSON’S comparison of the 
relative values of the teas of the two countries—which 
will be found in the last paragraph of our summary— 
cannot but be considered very valuable. It is clear that 
Mr. ROBERTSON’S observation detected a competition 
in the future, which nobody else was prepared to expect. 
And he deserves especial thanks for his masterly Report— 
not more from the valuable statistical accounts in it, but 
from the deductions to which the facts and figures he had 
to arrange gave rise in the mind of a far-sighted servant of 
Her MAJESTY, 7 * 
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THE Venice Chamber of Commerce has just published 
the Returns of Navigation and Commerce fer the half-year 
ending 30th June, from which we find that the trade of the 
port is on the increase, and commerce is rapidly develop- 
ing. The general movement of shipping during the six 
months comprised 3,007 vessels, of the total Dn of 
419,531 tons, while in the corresponding period of last 
year the total was 2,918 vessels and 548,662 tons, thedn- 
crease during the six months thus amounting to 125;f1E 
tons. 





THE official announcement issued by the Governor- 
General of Java, of the blockade of the coast of Atchin has: 
been communicated to Her MAJsEsty’s Government, and is. 
published in the Gazette. A report which has been circula- 
ted by the German press to the effect that it was at the 
urgent representation of the German Embassy at Constam- 
tinople that the Porte declined to interfere in the quarrel 
between Holland and Atchin is declared void of foundation.

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TEA IN JAPAN. 

We have received the reports on the production of Tea 
in Japan—illustrated with copies of drawings by a native 
artist—which have just been presented to Parliament in 
the form of a Blue-book. The following is a summary of 
the content-~— 

In July, 1872, Mr. C. W. Lawrence was instructed to investi- 
gate tkuTea districts of Kidto and its neighbourhood, and he 
consequently applied to the Vice-Governor for statistics concern- 
ing Tamashiro, the province of which Kidto is the chief town. 
The Vice-Guvernor informed him that it was not in his power 
to furnish him with any statistics of the tea cultivation ; that it 
was not the same with tea as with rice or silk ; and that the 
authorities were sommplerely ignorant as to the amount produced. 
Neither was it possible to ascertain it from the land-tax, as this 
is calculated on the extent of the ground, no matter what crop is 
raised on it. The attention of Government had lately been di- 
rected towards this subject ; that it was their intention to 
develop the tea trade as much as possible, and that instructions 
had been issued from Yedo to obtain precise information respect- 
ing the various tea-producing districts. When Mr. Lawrence 
iaformned the Vice-Governor of his intention to visit the districts 
he sent a Kidéto tea merchant with him as guide to Uji and the 
adjacent villages. Mr. Lawrence was also accompanied by Mr. 
Wirgman, the value of whose assistance he cordially acknow- 
led 

The following is Mr. Lawrence’s report of the tour of ob- 
sevation :— 

Tamashiro, the province of Japan where the best tea is pro- 
duced, is bounded on the east by the provinces of Omi and f . 
on the north by Tamba, on the west by Setsu and Kawachi, and 
on the south by Yamato. It is a small province, about ninety 
miles in length from north to south, and not more than twenty- 
five in breadth. The neighbouring provinces of Omi and Tamba 
also produce tea, and in much greater quantity ; but, notwith- 

‘ standing the smallness of Tamashiro, as compared with them, 
yet the value of its tea is said to be much higher, on account 
of the superior quality of that produced at Uji, Koata, and 


ura. 

OR is a little village, about eleven miles to the south-east of 
Ki6to, on the left bank of the Ujikawa, a river which flows out 
of Lake Biwa, about ten miles distant, and traverses the chain 
of mountains between the lake and the plain in which the towns 
of Kiédto, Fushimi, and Yodo are situated. This chain runs 
north and south, and the best positions for the tea plantations are 
the eastern and western slopes. Some of the villages, such as 
Gonokuchi, &c., are in valleys in the mountains, but the planta- 
tions of Uji, Koata, and Ogura are at the foot, and on the slopes 
where there is very little water. The climate of Uji is ve 
mild ; snow is rare, and hardly ever falls to a greater depth 
than an inch. Last year was an exception, and in some places 
the young leaves were frost-bitten. Plentiful rain is requisite 
for them. They are liable to injury from caterpillars in the 
spring. 

oon is grown from seeds planted in the second month—March. 
No special care is necessary except manure. During the sixth 
and seventh months grass of all kinds from the mountains is 
allowed to rot around the shrubs, but if this manure alone is 
used the tea has a bitter flavour. Fish manure is used durin; 
the eleventh, and ordinary manure during the ninth and twelfth. 
In the spring, when the shrubs are budding, they are protected 
for about twenty days from the heat of the sun, by matting sup- 
ported on poles eight feet high. It is usually five years before a 
shrub arrives at maturity. is is not an universal rule, as Mr. 
Lawrence was shown some tea made from trees only three years 
old. The new leaves are plucked in the fourth month— May. 
The flowers are not made any use of. The first crop is called 
Shincha. There is a second crop called Nibancha, at the end of 
the fifth month. In the autumn, after the seeds are picked, the 
shrubs are pruned, and the remaining leaves are sold, and made 
into bancha, an inferior kind of tea used by the poor. A tree is 
never allowed to attain more than five feet in heigth. The older 
the tree the better thecrop. The trees which produce tea worth 
$5 per Ib. in Minobei’s plantation at Ogara are said to be from 
400 to 500 years old. In these the trunks are from five to six 
inches in diameter—this plantation has been in the possession of 
Minobie’s family for six generations. 

In most cases the tea-shrubs were scattered over the farm. 
Occasionally a field contained nothing else ; but, as a rule, there 
are rows of tea-shrubs, four or five feet apart, the vacant space 
being filled up with corn or vegetables not requiring irrigation. 
The hedges in the lanes, and round the kitchen-gardens in the 
villages, are generally tea-shrubs. In the village of Gonokuchi 

a farm no larger than 18,000 tsubos, or about fifteen acres, 
a y small proportion of which is employed for the cultivation 
of tea. Yet this farm yields 4,375 kin per annum, which are 
worth 3,500 rios—or about £700. 

In this place, and for the sake of future reference, it may be 
well to note that the “tsubo” is thirty-six square feet ; and that 
the “kin” = 160 “momme,” or 1,332 English lbs, avoirdupois, 
the English Ib. being 120 momme. In Tamashoro, in dealings 
between natives, the kin is 200 momme, 
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According to Minobei, who owns much of the land round 
Ogura, the extent of ground in Yamashiro, producing tea worth 
5 rios the kin, is 10 “chos.” One “cho” = 3,000 tsubos, or 24 
acres ; consequently all the fields under cultivation are only 25 
acres, of which he owns 23. He stated that the green leaves 
plucked from one “ ton,” or one tenth of a chd, or one fourth of 
an acre, weighed 150 kwan (1,250 Ibs.) and produced 90 kin 
(120 Ibs.) of superior, and the same amount of inferior tea. He 
considered the good tea of the district as worth £200,000, and the 
inferior £100,000. He stated that every year the amount of © 
Iand cultivated increased, but he did not expect any material 
increase in the amount of superior tea, as this depends on the 
goodness of the soil, the extent of such land being very limited. 

The drawings which Mr. Lawrence employed a native 
artist to make are wonderfully graphic and clear, fully exhi- 
biting the various stages in the growth and manufacture 
of the herb. The series shows :— 

1. Planting the seeds in the second month. The seeds are 
picked in the autumn and are sold by the “koku,” a measure 
equal to 5°13 bushels at various prices. At Ogura, last year, a 
koku of seeds from the best trees, valued £2 8s.— inferior, 
£1 4s. At Koata it was £110s. In the districts producing 
inferior tea it is often not more than 6s. 

2. Manuring the plants in the third, ninth, eleventh, and 
twelfth months. 

3. Plucking the young leaves in the fourth month when the 
shrubs are protected by matting. 

4. Stemming the leaves immediately after plucking, and fan- 
ning them to cool them. The leaves are steamed by being 
placed in a sieve, and held for about a minute over a cauldron 
of boiling water. They are stirred with chopsticks during the 
process. They are then laid out in trays to cool. ; 

5. In order to dry them, the leaves are then placed in a frame 
with a paper bottom, which is placed over a charcoal fire. The 
process of drying is repeated several times—sometimes three, 
sometimes five. The first time the leaves are rubbed between 
the hands ; the last time they are not touched with the hand, 
but stirred with a bamboo stick, and left to dry very slowly. 
The number of times of drying depends on the weather. 

6. The leaves are then shaken or sifted through sieves with 
apertures varying in size. There are five, or sometimes more, of 
these sieves, and the leaves which are shaken through the finest 
of them are the most valuable. After the sifting they are win- 
nowed, or tossed from one basket into another, and the small 
particles which fly off are of no value. 

7. Separating the stalks from the leaves. This is done very 
carefully by women, with the hand, after the first winnowing. 
These three last processes, viz., the sifting, the winnowing, and 
separating the stalks, are then repeated. The leaves are then 
once more dried, and after that again sifted and winnowed. If 
it is intended to make Usacha, or ground tea, the few remaining 
stalks are carefully picked out with very fine chopsticks ; the 
leaves are once more sifted through very fine sieves, and then 
ground to powder between two stones. Boiling water is poured 
on this powder, and it is drunk when frothing. 

8. Packing in jars. Great care is necessary in keeping the 
tea when packed protected from the air, as if exposed it loses 
both its flavour and its colour. For export abroad the tea is 
packed in wooden cases. Tea from young shrubs does not re- 


@ | main good for more than a year ; after that time it loses its 


flavour and assumes a reddish tinge. That from old trees is at 
its best at the end of the first year, and remains so for eight 
months. In good tea the leaves are all of the same colour, and 
uniform, and all the stalks have been removed. Within the last 
year the chief tea merchants of Kidto have formed themselves 
into a company —at the head of which is Minobei— for the 
purpose of regulating the price of tea. They got over some 
Chinese in order to prepare tea in Chinese fashion, and during 
the last six months they have sold over a million kin of this tea. 
They intend increasing the amount of tea so prepared. It is 
sold at prices varying between 10s. and 8d. the kin (14 Ib.). 

On his return Mr. Lawrence crossed the provinces of Omi and 
Mino. The tea of the former ranks next to that of Yamashiro. 
It is said to produce three times as much, and the dearest is sold 
at 3 rios (12s.) per kin. In Tamba the dearest is 2 rios, or 8s., 
and in other districts 2s. West of Yamashiro Bizen produces 
the best, and, after that, Sakushu. The tea of Mino is of much 
inferior quality to that of Omi, but a great deal is produced. In 
the neighbourhood of Sekigahara it sells at 2s. per lb. Koicha 
and Usucha are both powdered teas. The former is drunk 
thick with the powder ; the latter is prepared differently, and is 
much thinner. Koicha values from 7s. to 18s. per kin ; Usucha, 
from 5s. to 12s. The best tea of Mandokuro sells at from £16 
to £18 per 100 kin (133 lbs.), and the inferior at £6 to £8. The 

wths of the outlying districts range from £12 to £14 per 100 
in. Fukujukai sella at £1 per kin, Okina at 12s., and Ayano- 
shizuku and Tumotonoshizuku from 11s, to 14s. per kin. Of 
three last kinds—Tamasei, Oromonosei, and Hamonosei—the 
first is also called Giyokuro, and is only produced from the best 
trees ; the Orimenosei consists of the small sprouts and stalks 
extracted when preparing the Tamasei; and the Hamonosei 
consists of the broken bits of leaves which are separated from 
the whole leaves in the preparation of the Tamasei. 
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Mr. Watson, writing to Earl Granville under date Feb. 10, 
encloses a translation of the returns which had been supplied at 
his request by order of the Minister for Foreign Affairs. These 
returns are not quite complete, 8 out of 75 “ken” being deti- 
cient. But from those furnished it would seem that the quan- 
tity produced in these “ kens” is about 20,000,000 Ibs, The 
export during the past year was more than 18,000,000 Ibs., 80 
that it may reasonably be assumed that the total production of 
tea in Japan may be set down at 36,000,000 lbs., more or less. 

Mr. Consul Flowers, writing from Nagasaki, estimates the 
whole annual production of tea in Japan at 18,000,000 Ibs. ; and 
for his own district 4,500,000 Ibs., exclusive of the quantity 
raised by the natives for their own consumption. The principal 
tea-growing districts in the neighbourhood of Nagasaki are 
Chikugo, Wigo, Wizen, Yanagawa, Satsurra, and Burgo. 

Mr. Consul Troup, writing from Hakodate, says that tea does 
not form, and is not likely to become, an article of export from 
that island, nor is he aware that it has been attempted there. 
Mr. Troup gives sume particulars of tea cultivation in Oshiu and 
Dema. In Akita (Kubota) the production of tea is estimated at 
about 200 “dan,” or say 400 piculs. The tea is of good quality, 
and the cultivation of it is on the increase. In Serdai at least 
as much as 8,000 “dan” (or say 16,000 piculs) are produced 
annually. In Nambu, Tsugaru, and other parts, tea is not grown, 
or only in small quantities for local consumption. 

Mr. Acting-Consul Enslie had intended to make a tour in the 
tea-districts of his province, when he would have had the advan- 
tage of the companionship of Mr. Weber, who is described as 
the only person acquainted with the trade; but unfortunately 
the Keurei (chief local ofticial), with many expressions of regret, 
refused to wlow Mr. Weber to join the tour without a special 
permission from Tokio, which it seems a pity was not applied for 
at the same time as Mr. Enslie’s—“ as his orders were very posi- 
tive about foreigners going beyond the Treaty limits.” Under 
these circumstances Mr. Enslie abandoned the idea of the jour- 
ney, and compiled such a report as he could from the information 
which reached him. : 

Tt appears that the tea plant has heen known “ here”—Mr. 
Enslie’s report is not dated-—ever since the cycles of Genroku 
and Hoyéi, 170 to 180 years ago ; and about that time, while 
Sakakibara Shikibu Shoyu was Daimio of Takata, a place some 
miles off, it was uxed for hedges there. 

Some time after this, one Nabeya Tonoské of Minakaii first 
commenced to use the leaves ; and as the tea he prepared, though 
inferior, was much cheaper, a small trade sprung up with Shonai 
and the other North-Eastern districts in 1720, The system was 
then one year’s credit ; and that custom is still adhered to by the 
apothecaries. Very little care, however, could have been bestowed 
upon the plantations until within the last twenty years ; until 
then the Echingo teas had always been prepared according to 
the “ Chisci” or local method, and it was only about 1855 that 
Nabaya Jubdéi, a tea-grower of Minakami, brought one Yanada 
of Uji (a place near Kidto, celebrated for the excellence of its 
teas) here, and introduced an improved method of preparing the 
leaf. The local method consists, first, in steaming the leaves 
in iron pots, and afterwards rolling {hem on mats, and then 
drying them on large paper drums heated by charcoal. 
The custom in Uji is similar in every respect, except that 
the tea is rolled between the hands instead of on mats, 
and that greater attention is paid to the first steaming. 
At Nutsu and Muramatsu tea plantations have also existed 
for about 100 years. Murakami 1s at present the largest tea- 
producing district in the neighbourhood ; but much attention is 
now directed to it at the above-named two towns and another 
small place called Kurokawa ; and greatly increased crops are 
anticipated in the course of two years. The amount now an- 
nually produced at Murakami may be roughly estimated at 
200,000 Ibs., of which only 4,000 or 5,000 Ibs. is-of the first 
quality. All the teas ¢rown in this province have a slightly 
harsh or bitter taste, which, although the leaf is similar to that 
of some kinds of southern teas, makes them of inferior quality. 
Another objection is the want of care in the preparation of the 
leaf. The best kind is used for local consumption, and fetches 
3s. or 4s. per lb. The next ‘best, or middle-classed, teas, are 
either sent for sale to Yokohama or Nec-e-gata, and averave 
from £4 6s. Sd. to £11 10s. per picul. The commonest quality, 
worth from 7 to 10 rios, per picul, is sent to the neighbouring 
towns. 

Muramitsu teas, not much used by the Japanese, are greatly 
preferred in the foreign market to those of Murakami, although 
the latter are held in higher esteem by the Japanese. The Mu- 
ramitsu leaf has a fine dark grey colour, and a fragrant smell ; 
it draws a light vellow colour, and has an aromatic flavour, 
nearly free from bitterness in the best quality, which therefore 
commands a high price, and is well suited to the American 
market. This tea would suit the English market, also if it were 
obtainable at lower rates. Kurakawa teas are pronounced by 
Japanese to be superior to Murakami; Dut by foreigners both 
are esteemed alike. The prices of Niitsu teas rule higher than 
either. The leaf is rather large, though pretty well made up. 
It draws a livht yellow liquor, but is so bitter that it is not 
likely to becomea favourite with foreigners. ‘The country about 





The shrubs run from half to two feet high, and are planted on 
the top and the sides of the low hills in rows, one foot apart, and 
facing the south. The first crop is gathered when they are three 
years old. The size of the plantations in Muramatsu is about 
one mile by three. The first crop is collected in April or May. 
The leaves growing on the tops of the plants are *ken plucked ; 
the lower leaves are left for the protection of the piant, and also 
perhaps because of their beiug large and coarse. The pro- 
cess of manufacture commences with the leaves being wiled 
over a wood fire, and stirred with a fresh-cut wood. stick, 
until the latter becomes light brown, which shows that a certain 
quantity of juice has been extracted. The lcaves are then rolled 
on mats until nearly cold ; and afterwards again put into kettles, 
and rolled till they show an even twist. Next, small quantities 
are placed on paper drums, arranged in tiers of four or five, and 
heated by charcoal, where they are worked by hand until all the 
juice has penetrated the paper, and the tea is thoroughly dry, 
when the leaves are sorted, The second crop commences at the 
end of June. Every autuinn the branches of the tea plants are 
cut, to prevent them from growing too high. They are then 
well manured with “abur-a Kapu” (the husks of rape seed), 
to which probably much of the bitterness of taste is attri- 
butable. They are also manured with what is usually de- 
scribed in’ the present day as human “guano ;” but which 
Mr. Enslie prefers to style by the sterner old-fashioned 
name of human “excrement.” Nothing is done to protect 
the plants against the snows and winds of winter,  Sul- 
phur and petroleum springs are found in the neighbourhood 
of many tear districts, which may account for the unpleasant 
taste of the leaf. A third, or even a fourth gathering is some- 
times made in August and September—a bad practice, inasmuch 
as it weakens the leaves. An expert workman can prepare from 
9 to 134 Ibs. avoirdupois of tea daily, for which 46 or 50 Ibs. of 
green leaves are required ; and for which about 30 Ibs. of char- 
coal are used, ‘The wages of the labourers range from 6}d. to 
Is. 14d per day. The women emploved in picking the green 
leaves receive 2d. and food for every 63} Ibs, avoirdupois weight 
of leaves, Kaga produces some 1,400 piculs, which sells at high 
rates to the Japanese, Noto, Echin, and Aidsu also produce 
snuull quantities, but, at present, only for local consumption. 
Such is the gist of the information which My. Enslie callerteal 
and embodied in the present report, which would have been more 
satisfactory if it had been derived from the actual experience of 
the tour which he appears to have contemplated in the first in- 
stance ; and also if the contents of his report, as it stands, had 
been arranged with greater regard to style and system. 

Mr. Acting Vice-Consul Wilkinson's report on the trade of 
Thiozo and Osaka sets out with the observation that the opening 
of these places In. 1SGS brought forcign merchants closer to the 
most important tea districts of Japan, After this original re- 
mark, he proceeds to tell us that since that time a large propor- 
tion of the tea, which had been usually shipped from Osaka to 
Yokohama, finds a market either in Osaka or Hiego. In 186s this 
was almost the only change effected in the trade. The foreign 
merchant became the purchaser at an earlier stage, and the tea 
purchased was shipped on foreign account; but it was shipped 
as before to Yokohama, where it was prepared for the foreign 
market. This was necessary, as the tea in Japan does not, as in 
China, come to the foreign merchant in a state suitable for ship- 
ment. Additional firing is required to preserve its flavour, and 
to prevent its spoiling on the voyage. It was therefore necessary 
to refire and repack it, and the means for doing so were not then 
at hand. Merchants, however, began in 1568 to erect pans for 
tea-firing, and to prepare the tea un the spot. These have been 
increased year by year, and there are now eleven tea-firing go- 
downs in Hiogo containing about 1,500 pans, The direct 
trade has consequently increased, so that, while the shipments 
direct during the season 1868-9 are set down at 174,000 Ibs., 
they had risen in 1871-2 to upwards of 4,000,009 Ibs. And, 
as the shipments direct have been increasing, the shipments 
to Yokohama have been decreasing.

Old Season's leaf rules firm, supplies 
offered being limited. For Continental requirements some fine Ning 
Chows have been secured, as high as 2s. 10d. per lb. for extra fine 
quality.

The market continues very quiet, and although during the last day 
or two there has been rather more inquiry, the actual business dvuing 
is small, prices show no change. Some few parcels of new Silk have 
arrived, but not in sufficient quantity to form an estimate of the season's 
produce. In China Silk transactions are still chiefly confined to medium 
and low Tsatlees at from 15s. 6d. to 17s. In Canton Silk there is some 
little business doing at former prices. Japan Silk does not attract 
much attention, although the low prices now ruling appear tempting. 
Deliveries 1st to 6th, inclusive—China, 649 ; Canton, 72; Japan, 115; 
total, 836 bales. 

Messrs. Arles, Dufour, and Co.’s Circular, dated Lyons, Aug. 2, says : 
—We confirm our advices of the 5th July. The past month has been 
very dull for our trade, transactions in Silk Piece Goods having not 
shown any sign of positive revival. Manufacturers, already rebuked 
by high prices asked for new European Silk, continued to act with ex- 
treme prudence, buying only from hand to mouth. At the same time, 
new estimates of the European crop, concluding to a rather better out- 
turn than anticipated, had a further depressing influence on our mar- 
ket, and enabled buyers to obtain fresh concessions, to the extent of 
4 to 6 francs. Prices of European sorts have thus been driven back to 
what they were in April, and in a few instances are even leaving a logs 
on prime cost of new Silk. 

According to reliable authorities, the production of Silk in Europe 
is, as nearly as possible, computed at 3,676,000 Kos., against 4,267,800 
Kos. in 1872, say a deficit of only 14 per cent. Asiatic Raws and 
Throwns have shared in the general depression ; but present prices, 20 
to 30 per cent. under those of a year ago, seem to be attracting a little 
more attention, and efforts are made to use these sorts more freely. 
It must be borne in mind, however, that there is an excess of 10,000 
bales in the London stock (40,000 bales, against 30,377), and that ex- 
ports from all China and Japan for Europe, although shipped much 
slower than last year, are still estimated for the season at 92,000 bales, 
against 81,000 bales in 1872-73.

CASUALTIES. 

The Fort Regent, Olsen, from Lo Ilo to New York, put into St. 
Helena 9th July, leaky ; she reported as follows :—June 14th, lat. 33 
S., lon. 29 E., encountered a heavy gale; 15th, gale increasing, lost 
foretopsail, shipping much water on decks; same weather continuing 
until 21st, in lat. 36 S., lon. 23 E.; 22nd, vessel hove to; hard gales; 
28rd, more moderate ; 27th, lat. 33 S., lon. 14 E., fearful weather ; 
28th, 32S., 15 E., ship struck by a sea; found 3 feet water in well ; 
all hands at the pumps, which were kept constantly going; 1 a.m. 
found 22 inches, at 8 a.m. found 16 inches ; discovered a leak forward 
in stem, but too low down to get at; shifted cargo from forward to 
aft to lighten vessel ; pumps constantly going till arrival. The vessel 
was surveyed on the 10th, and found to have 15 inches water in her, 
and to be making 11 inches per hour; surveyors recommended that 
vessel be lightened until the leak shall take up, or its position be 
discovered. 

The Noach I., v. Schelven, from Batavia, which arrived at St. He- 
lena June 26, and proceeded 28 for Rotterdam, encountered a heavy 
gale May 29, in lat. 37 8., lon. 24 E., during which her decks were 
completely swept, and boats, companion, wheelhouse, bulwarks, fore- 
topmast, and several sails carried away ; she was detained off the Cape 
of Good Hope three weeks. 

The Lauderdale, True, from Hiogo to Falmouth, which arrived at 
St. Helena July 7, and proceeded next day, reported :—June 15, off the 
Cape of Good Hope, experienced a continuation of heavy N.W. gales, 
with very heavy seas, carrying away boate, bulwarks, bridge, and several 
things from the decks. : 

The Nonpareil, Denis, which arrived at St. Helena, 27th June, from 
Bangkok, and proceeded, 29th, for Marseilles, reported that from 26th 
May, in lat. 37 S., lon. 14 E., until rounding the Cape of Good Hope 
on the 10th June, she experienced a succession of gales with heavy seas 
breaking over the vessel from all quarters and causing her to make 
water ; she had to throw overboard about 110 bags seed. The leak 
was afterwards stopped from the inside. The master, A. F. Denis, died 
22nd May, and the vessel was in charge of Mr. E. L. Denis. 

Advices from Cape Town, dated July 4, state that the Maria and 
Elisabeth (Dutch ship), from Java to Rotterdam, put into Table Bay, 
July 1, to effect repairs to rudder ; she would have to discharge part of 
her 0.
